ANNGAL REPORT 


OF “TEE 


CHIEF OF FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


NEWMARKET, N. H., Feb. 21, 1897. 


The annual report of the Fire Department for the fiscal 
year ending Feb. 15, 1897, is herewith presented, with a 
statement of details of fires and alarms during the year, 
the. cause of the same, when known; the approximate loss, 
and insurance paid on property damaged ; a statement of re- 
pairs and improvements made during the year; a description 
of the electric fire alarm system which is to be at once put 
into the town, the proposed numbers and location of the 
street fire alarm boxes, etc., and the present organization of 
the department.

FIRES AND ALARMS. 


Total number of fires and alarms, 13. 


LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 


The fires in buildings have resulted in a loss of $1,502. 
Insurance paid on account of property damaged or de- 
stroyed, $1,075. There have been six alarms for brush and 
forest fires during the past year, by which the damage to 
property has not been great, but they represent many hours 
of hard work by the department. The damage by brush and 
‘forest fires has not been estimated. ‘They were nearly all of 
an incendiary origin. The arrest and conviction of a person 
detected in maliciously starting a brush fire had a good effect, 
as there has been no fire of that kind since. 


FIRE RECORD. 


SaturDAY, March 28, 1896. Engineers’ call rung in at 
12.35 P. M. for brush fire in field on line of B. & M. R. R., 
owned by John W. Wiggin. Fire had spread to adjoining 
pasture and wood lot, but was extinguished after two hours 
of hard work by the department. Cause of fire unknown. 

Fripay, April 3. Fire discovered at about 7 Pp. M. in 
floor over Charles H. Ellison’s grocery store, North Side. 
Fire extinguished without general alarm. Five dollars 
would cover the damage. No insurance on building. 

Tuurspay, April g. Fire alarm rung in at 10.32 P. M. 
for fire in old ice house of Newmarket Manufacturing Co, 
Fifty dollars would cover damage. No insurance on build- 
ing. Fire was probably of incendiary origin. 
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Sunpbay, April 12, 12.40 Pp. M. Engineers’ call for ex- 
tensive fire in the Pinder pasture and adjoining woodlots. — 
Hard work by the department extinguished the fire without 
great damage to standing timber. Cause of fire unknown. 


TuHurspay, April 16, 12.50 P. M. Engineers’ call for 
extensive fire in the Haines pasture and adjoining woodlot. 
After several hours of hard work the department returned to 
quarters. 


Tuurspay, April 30, 8.30 P.M. Fire m Herschman’s 
tailor shop; was quickly extinguished by members of the de 
partment. Damage, $10. No insurance. Cause of fire, 
kerosene lamp. Ati1op.M. Engineers’ call for dangerous 
brush fire near buildings of Newmarket Manufacturing Co. 
Fire extinguished without damage to buildings. Fire prob- 
ably of incendiary origin. 


TurspDay, May 6, 9.50 A. M. Fire alarm for fire in ice 
house owned by E. A. Young, North Side. The whole 
building was in flames before alarm was given. ‘The depart- 
ment responded promptly, laid 700 feet of hose to nearest 
hydrant and the fire was soon extinguished. Damage to 
building and contents, $200. No.insurance. Cause of fire 
unknown. 


SunpDaAy, May_1o, 3 Pp. M. Engineers’ call for danger- 
ous brush fire in wood lot back of the Geo. K. Caswell house 
on Spring street. Department laid 800 feet of hose from 
nearest hydrant and quickly extinguished the fire without 
damage to buildings. Fire was of incendiary origin. 


SATURDAY, July 4, 2.30 A. M. Boat house and landing, 
owned by Walter O. Shute, on ghore of Fresh river, was dis- 
covered to be on fire and was destroyed. The property was 
said to have cost $200 when new. _ No insurance. Fire be- 
lieved to.have been of incendiary origin. 
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Sunpay, Nov. 8. Fire in dwelling house owned by 
Charles L. Gray, North Side. ‘There was great delay in 
ringing in the alarm. Companies responded to cry of fire 
and had two streams on building 15 minutes before the 
fire alarm was rung in, which was at 3.10 a. M. Value of 
building, $1000. Insurance on same, $700. Damage to 
building, $700. Insurance paid on account of loss, $700. 
The dwelling was vacant at the time of fire and the cause of 
the same is unknown. | 


WEDNESDAY, January 13, 1897. Engineers’ call at 5 
p. M. for dangerous chimney fire in house, on Central street, 
occupied by Edward Houde. Damage to building, $12. 
Fully covered by insurance. 


THurspbAy, Feb. 4, 1.05 Pp. M. Fire alarm rung in fora 
fire in a two-tenement house on North Side, owned by John 
F. Ham. There was the usual delay in the alarm. ‘The 
department responded promptly. On arriving at fire two 
lines of hose were laid, water turned on and in 15 minutes 
the fire was out. Damage to building, $375. Insurance 
paid on loss, $375. Damage to contents, $75. No insurance 
on same. ‘The fire originated in a closet, in the second story 
of building, at least a half an hour before the fire alarm was 
rung. ‘The fire had worked up through the second story 
and broken out through the roof when the department ar- 
rived. Damage confined to one tenement. 


REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


‘The Newmarket Manufacturing Co. have expended 
several hundred dollars during the past year in repairs and 
improvements to Granite Hose station No. 2, and the station 
is now acredit to the town. Eighteen fire hats and four 
pairs of rubber boots have been added to the equipment of 
‘the department; one dozen chairs at 65c. each have been 
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furnished each of the hose stations; all other furniture of 
the stations has been provided by the companies at ‘their 
own expense, and they now present a very neat and attrac- 
tive appearance. 


ELECTRIC FIRE ALARM. 


An electric fire alarm system is to be at once put in the 
town. The fire department raised nearly $800 by a fair 
for that purpose. ‘The fire companies then elected the fol- 
lowing as a committee to put in the system. From Tiger 
Hose: Director, William H. Small; Capt. Albert T. 
Stackpole; Clerk, George O. Hodgdon. From Granite 
Hose: Director, Frank M. Bunker; Capt., H. E. Hudson ; 
Clerk, Benj. Harrison. From Hook and Ladder Co: Direc- 
tor, P. E. Thompson; Capt., John D. Long; Lieut., Herman 
Blazo; Clerk, George F. Hogan. ‘ The committee then elect- 
ed Chief, F. A. Brackett,a member of the committee, and 
voted unanimously to accept the proposal of Geo. M. Stevens 
of Boston to put in the system, his bid being $200 less than 
any other. 

The system will consist of a tower striker to bell on the 
Congregational church, a fire alarm gong on each fire station 
and nine street boxes numbered and located as follows:

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DIRECTIONS FOR RINGING IN AN ALARM. 


When a fire breaks out the person discovering it should 
immediately run to the box nearest the fire, break the glass 
in the front of the small key box which is on the side of the 
fire alarm box, take out the key, which is attached to a 
chain, unlock the fire alarm box, open the door and _ pull 
down the hook as far as it will go, then let go the hook. 
Stand by box to direct the firemen. Don’t pullin an alarm 
for a fire seen at a distance or out of reach of the hydrant 
system, but notify some member of the department, who will 
give the proper alarm.
